Charleston Again Disturbed by 
Light Terrestrial Vibrations. 


* 


The Streets Filled with Terrified 
and Shrieking People. 


Only a Few Remnants of Already 
Shattered Buildings Fall. 


The Feeling of Relief Replaced by Serious 
Apprehensions—Two Heavy Showers of 
Pebbles This Morning—Actual Number of 
the Killed Piaced at Fifty-Two —An 
Ephemeral City—The Noisy Orgies of the 
Low Class Negroes Suppressed—The Ap- 
proach of the Equinox Viewed with Dread 
—Tracing the Origin of the Recent Earth- 
quake—Relief for the Sufferers.

CHARLESTON, 8. C., September 4.—At pre- 
cisely 11:01 o clock last night while workingmen 
were clearing away the ruins of the great 
earthquake, the people of this city 
were again thrown into the wildest 
excitement by another shock, It came 
like a clap of thunder, or what was ieft of it, 
with a rapid succession of explosions and 
shook the city from one end tothe other. 
People rushed pel] meli from their homes, 
and, as if by magic, the streets were filled 
with terrified and ebrieking peopie. For an 
instant it seemed ag if the buildings already 
cracked must certainly come down. The 
shock, however, lasted 

LE6S THAW A MINUTE, 
and as it was not followed by others, but few 
remnants of already shattered buildings fell. 
The worst effects were noticed at the Charles - 
ton Hotel, where a fresh shower of bricks fell 
from the cornice of the portieo to the sidewalk 
frightening the guests of the hotel, and the 
people on the street before it, but happily in- 
juring noone. The moral effect of this, how- 
ever. is disastrous, for the people 
WORN OUT WITH CONSTANT VIGILANCE 

for three nights and days, who had returned 
to their shattered houses in the hope of get- 
ting at least one good night’s rest, are now in 
the streets again. Not one person of these 
thousands can be induced to go indoors again 
just now, and consequen#ly ail must pass an- 
other sleeplets night. The effect of this re- 
newed anxiety is appalling, and men iook at 
each other with an expression akin to despair. 
Afew days of this sort of thing, even if it be 
attended with no additional loss of life, will 
render these people utterly hopeless.

LAST NIGHT’S SHOCK. 


The Confidence of Charlestonians Greatly 
Impaired—A General Alarm. 


Cuariestos, 8. C., September 4—lLast 
night’s shock has greatly impaired confidence. 
The slightest noise, such as the jar of a door, 
will empty any house of fits inhabitants. It 
is still very difficult to deliver telegrams 
as few people can be found at their usual 
places. A5 o'clock this morning the Western 
Union Oompany succeeded in clearing up 
business with all cities for the first time since 
the earthquake. 

AGONIZING DISAPPOINTMENT. 

The earthquake sbock last night caused 
great alarm on account of the shattered con- 
dition of the nerves ofthe people. Those 
persons who bad ventured back under 
their roofs hurried into the streets, which 
presented, for a few minutes, as tragical an 
appearance as on Tuesday night. But little 
actual harm was done by the shock. Two un- 
tenanted houses are reported to have fallen, 
and also a part of the coping of the Charleston 
Hotel. The vibration during the shock was 
not especially great, but the moaning and 
howling sound was sufficiently alarming. 
Gradually the peopie had come to the con- 
viction that the shocks were at an end, and 
the disappointment was agonizing. 

SHOWERS OF PEBBLES. 

The sensation to-day isthe falling of showers 
of pebbles in the lower part of the city. The 
first fall was at 7:30 o'clock this morning 
and the second at about 11 
o’clock. They appeared to fall in a 
slanting direction, from south to north. There 
are morsels of flint among them, and all are 
plainly abraided and worn bythe action of 
the water. Some tew have sharp 
fractures, and have evidentiy deen 
recently broken. The fact of the fall is 
vouched for by several trustworthy persons. 
The bulk of the pebbies fell in and around the 
News and Courier office.

80 great as to attract national 
attention. It is estimated that every house in 
the city has had its foundations shaken by the 
earthquake. Walls have been rent, chimneys 
and steeples are off their square and there is 
nothing plumb about the city. Ifan equinos- 
tial gale oftne usual severity should strike 
the city before considerable repairs can be 
made nearly every house in the city would be 
blowndown. The gale comes sometimes as 
late as the first week in October, but last year it 
came in the last week in August, It will thus be 
seen that the city is in imminent danger at any 
moment. This would cause such a crashing of 
timber, brick and morter as was never before 
heard of. The temperature was changed 80 
as to warn the people that the storm is at 
hand. The effect of a week’s 
storm and pelting rains upon the 
houseless women and children would 
be appalling.

GOVERNMENT AID. 


United States Engineers to Examine the 
Buildings in Charieston. 


WASHINGTON, September 4.—In response to 
an application from the authorities at Charies- 
ton, 8. C., Lieut. . B. Abbots of the 
corps ot engineers now stationed 
there, has been instructed to consult 
with the Mayor and render such 


assistance in the examination ot buildings as 
may be in his power, and Capt. Bixbie of the 
Engineer Corps has been ordered from Wii- 
mington, N. C., to Charleston for similar 
duty. The War Department has sent about 
one hundred tents to Charleston and 
this exhausts the supply on band. Requeste

THURSDAY AT CHARLESTON. 


The Panic-Stricken People Regaining Con- 
fidence—Review of the Damage. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcn. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., September 4, —There was 
a marked improvement in affairs here yester- 
day. Only one distinct shock had been felt 
since Thursday night and that oceurred about 
1:30 0’clock. It was very slight, but generally 
noticed. A genera! feeling of reitet has suc- 
ceeded the cessation of the shocks and the 
people begin at last to hope thatthe worst is 
over. Business, which was completely sus- 
pended Thursday, was generally resumed 
yesterday and already tbere is great demand 
tor labor to repair damages. The first steps 
were naturally taken to pull down 
@afigerous walle and brace up those 
which seemed to be stronger, conseq : 
workmen engaged were to be seen in évery 
part of the city. Another encouraging sign 
was the disappearance last evening of many of 
the tents in the open places of the eity. The 
number in Marion Square was nota third of 
what was there Thursday night. Astonishing 
as the statement may appear, itis nevertheless 
true, thatthe whole population has been sit- 
ting up for the last three nights. Families 
which have wide grounds around their houses 
camped out in their own enclosures. Others, 
who did not care to go into public places, sat 
up all night long on the piazzas or in the rooms 
on the ground floor ready to rush out into the 
street at the first recurrence of the shocks. 
There have been no additions to the list of 
casualties. On the contrary, a revision of the 
death certificates issued in consequence of the 
disaster reduces the number killed to filty- 
two. It is exceedingly difficultto get at the 
number of wounded, because nearly all of 
them are in the temporary dwelling places of 
their friends. Ap estimate, which appears to 
be trustworthy, places the entire list of 
wounded at 200. Considering the vast extent 
of the injury to the bulidings it is simply won- 
derful that more people were not killed and 
injured. 


DAMAGE TO PROPERTY. 

The damage to property is enormous. The 
full extent of it does not dawn on the observer 
until after a painstaking examination of every 
part of the city. The entire business portion 
is partly in ruins. There is hardiya store of 
any kind that has not suffered some injury. 
The fronte of many in East Bay, Broad, Meet- 
ing and King streets have fallen out bodily. It 
is not too much to say that fully two-thirds of 
the brick stores and store-houses inthe city 
will have to be taken downend rebuilt. The 
factors’ offies on Commercial, Adger’s, 
Boyce’s, Vanderport’s, Brown’s and the Cen- 
tral wharves are generally in ruins, aad 
most ot the oceupants are making prepare- 
tions to carry on business in temporary 
structures. The piers, themseives, do not 
appear to be injured. The public buildings 
are almost all of them complete wrecks. A 
competent engineer says, however, that St. 
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places. The superintendent says, however, 
that the walis will not have to come down. 
Work will probably be resumed on Monday. 

The only public buildings that have escaved 
serious injury are the United States Custom- 
house and Post-office, and the old United 
States Arsenal, which is now occupied as the 
Holy Communion Church Institute. The 
Custom-house seems to be wholly 
uninjured, notwithstanding the de- 
struction wrought all around it. 
The old Charleston Market, a long narrow 
building built in the middle of Market street, 
across several blocks, also escaped without 
serious injury. The gas pipes, which are seen 
perc hed upon the roof, were thrown down in 
several places. The South Carolina Club- 
house, near the Battery, has lost a part of ite 
south wall. It is the injury to the dwelling 
houses, however, that is and will continue to 
be most severely felt. There are not more 
than half a dozen brick residences In the city 
that are tenantable. The porches of the 
two Ravenal mansions on East Battery are en- 
tirely down, and the adjacent mansions of the 
Holmes family, ot Gen. Seigling and others are 
down. Mrs. Rose’s fine mansion at Meeting 
street and South Battary is also badly dam- 
aged. The elegant mansion of Geo. W. Will- 
lams on the east side of Meeting street is unin- 
jared, while the residence of Mr. Williamson, 
afew rods distant, is 

COMPLETELY DEMOLISHED. 

Everywhere over the city, on every street 
and ally are dwellings with falling gables, 
piazzas or porticoes, gaping walls and broken 
or fallen roofs. The fall ot chimneys is uni- 
versal, and instances are numerous where the 
roofs of the great hotels have been crushed in. 

The number of hairbreadth escapes, as may 
be imagined, is great, and someof them re- 
markable. A patient Who was in a room, 
hearing the crash, had presence of mind 
enough to scramble under the bed and thus 
save his life. At Amherst and Bay streets, 
stood an old brick residence. it is owned by 
F. M Grimke. Mr. Grimke, his wife and 
several of his children ha been 
sitting on the end ofthe secoud-stor piazza, 
and had just gone to bed, when the shock 
came. The entire gable on that side of the 
building went down simultaneously with the 
opposite gable with a tremendous rush, while 
the walls broke asunder at the angles. It 
seemed as ifthe house was separating in the 
middie. A young nephew of Mr. Grimke who 
rushed out of the house was knocked down by 
the violent convulsive movement, and a heavy 
massive column fell only a few feet from 
where he stood. The house is a complete 
wreck, 

As it is, the latest report yesterday of the 
burial permits issued for the last two days 
succeeding the first shock made the number of 
deaths fifty-five, and the number wounded is 
certainly not less than 200. 

SUMMERVILLE’S CONDITION. 

The condition of Summerville is even more 
deplorable than that of Charieston. There are 
perhaps 400 houses and nota dozen are occu- 
pied. All of the stores are closed und it is im- 
possible to buy a loaf of bread in the place. 
Fortunately, most of the people are well- 
to-do and have enough supplies at band 
to last some time. Not more than halt a dozen | 
buildings have escaped serious injury. Twenty 
or thirty are demolished, and fully one hun- 
dred are out of plumb. There were numerous 
shocks during Thursday, and five others oc- 
eurred between 3:30 and 6:30 last evening. 
They were preceded by a detonating sound, 
like an explosion coming from under foot, and 
sometimes there was a second explosion, 
which came with a vibratory motion. Three 
shocks at intervals of half an hour, occurring 


between 3:30 and 5 o’clock, were accompanied 


by loud explosions.

AN EPHEMERAL CITY. 


Charleston Living in Tents—The Noise and 
Orgies of Low-Class Negroes. 

New Yours September 4.—The following was 
gent to the New York Sun from Charleston, 
S. C., last night:

THE SOUTH CABOLINA EARTHQUAKE, 


The Recent Shocks Supposed to Have 
Originated in Greece and Italy. 

CHARLESTON, 8. O., September 4.—The News 
and Courier to-day publishes the following ia 
regard to the recent earthquakes: 

There can de no doubt that the various 
earthquake shocks had their origin in the 
Islands of the Mediterranean and in Greece 
and Italy. On August 29 was reported the 
occurrence of «a destructive earthquake 
throughout Greece and Italy. that there 
had been two eruptions of Vesuvius, 
and that the voleano was still 
very active. These eruptions gave vent tothe 
internal commotion, which bad produced the 
quaking of the earth in that vicinity; bust 
the shocks being communicated to the earth, 
have traveled in various directions, in some 
with more violence than in othera, 
as they were felt the same day 
throughout Egypt, but doing little damage. 
The shocks seem to have extended westward 
with more rapidity and volume than in any 
other direction, the vibrations of the parti- 
cles of the earth’s surface being transmitted 
under the sea atthe rate of about a hundred 
miles an hour, occupying about seventy-two 
hours in traveling a distance of 6,500 miles 
before reaching the western shores of the 
Atlantic, traveling, as it did, 


ALMOGT DUE WEST. 

One of the first points on the shore line whieh 
it could reach was the coast of South Carolina, 
but we see that it was felt along the entire 
coast as far north as Boston, and spread 
across the continent with diminishing force ag 
the various, more solid and rocky por- 
tions of the surface crust retarded the 
vibrations, until it seems to have been 
almost entirely stopped by friction in the ex- 
treme Northwestern States, The reason why 
the shocks were more violent in the 
of Charleston and Summerville is, there is 
more of a soft, yielding nature in the super- 
ficial upper strata which conducted 
the vibrations, and the forward 
movements of the earth waves, 
meeting with less resistance than from the 
hard substance farther in the interior, were 
more rapid and jerky and shook the 
with more violence.

BERMUDA. 


The Is land in Danger of Total Demolition by 
a Tidal Wave, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 4.—A gen- 
tleman who visits Bermuda yearly said yester- 
day that Charleston is not the only place over 
which anxiety may be felt at thistime. Itis 
well known that the island, by its peculiar 
formation and location, is especially suscep+ 
tible toinjury by earthquake shocks. It has 
been one of the fears of the inhabitants for a 
hundred years that some day a convulsion of 
this kind would wipe them ont. The island is 
of coral foundation, builtup on top of a vol- 
ecanic mountain of great altitude and steep- 


ness. Some of the soundings in that 
vicinity equal in depth any in the 
world. The base of this submarine 


mountain is not much wider than the top, 
and the existence of great caves through which 
the sea water finds its way to the interior ofthe 
island shows its unsubstantial construction. 
The island is only fifteen miles long by two or 
three broad, and nowhere is the altitude over 


300 feet. A single severe convulsion migh 
throw this little mass of rock 
into the sea or a tidal wave swee 


over it and it would never more be heard of. 
It lies in the same latitude almost to a second 
as Charleston and only 675 miles distant. The 
absence of atidal wave at Charleston would 
indicate that its force spread itself up and 
down the coast. Yet itis not unlikely that its 
force may have extended in an easterly di- 
rection, in which event Bermuda might have 
suffered serious injury. A

FEARS ENTERTAINED THAT PRINCE ALEX- 
_ ANDER WILL BE ASSASSINATED. 


The Prince’s Triumphal Entry Into the But-

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, September 4.—Despite the mighty 
wrangles in the House parliamentary affairs 
are becoming less exciting. The Government 
has found it necessary to allow a pre- 
tense of legigiation. Parnell will soon 
introduce a bill intended to stand between 
the landlords and tenants during the winter. 
Though the Government will not forwara the 
bill, it will doubtless see the advantage in let- 


ting Parnell state his case. The _lat- 
ter will draſt the bill on the 
lines of his recent speech in the 


House giving power to County Courts to sus- 
pend evictions absolutely on payment by ten- 
aut of two-thirds of the next rent into court, 
providing the tenant makes a legal statement 
of his inability to pay in full. So far as I 
can learnt there will be no other serious pro- 
Vision in the bill, although in his recent speech 
Parnell declared for fixing rents on a sliding 
scale to meet the rise and fall of prices. 
Chamberlain spoke favorably of the idea. 
The Government, however, have set 
facts against a fresh revision of the rents. 
Any attempt to establish a sliding scale at 
present might wreck whatever small chance 
there is for a more moderate bill suspending 
evictions. The Gladstonian Liberals, it may 
be taken for granted, 
WILL SUPPORT PARNELL. 

Gladstone himself is likely to be in his place 

and give the weight of his influence to the 


Irish bill. He will returu from Bavaria 
in a fortnight, about the time the 
bill will be reached. Meanwhile we 


shall have dull debates on the estimates. 
The great majority of members are leaving 
London for the country. The conciliatory 
attitude of the Government in regard to the 
Irish measure promises to remove a good 
deal of the opposition threatened in 
regard to a supply bill. In spite of his as- 
sumptions to the contrary, Churchill is a 
highly nervous man. His physique is too 
slight to stand a severe strain. His new 
position appears to be proving too 
much forhim. One night this week he was in 
a fever and excused himself from attending a 
dinner party. His Belfast speech has un- 
doubtedly been a source to him of great an- 
noyance.

Seizures Made on the Farmers Belonging to 
the Anti-Tithe Movement. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Loxwpon, September 4.—Thursday more 
seizures were made at Llanarmon on behalf of 
Rev. Evan Evans, the vicar. Two bailifis, 
accompanied by Mr. Edwards, a clerk, drove 
from Ruthin to Llanarmon and distrained 
upon the farms of Mrs. John and Robert Parry 
of Plals, and M. D. Edward Roberts of Obwil- 
eiriog. At Plais the bailiffs seized a 
gray mare and at another farm, 
which is two miles distant, two cows. 
They thought it wise to leave immediately 
after they had completed their business. In 
the course of an interview Mr. John Parry, one 
of the farmers distrained upon and a promi- 
nent leader in the anti-tithe movement, said 
that on Messrs. Roberts’ farm the tithes came 
toafourth of the rentals, instead of being 
a tenth. The tithes were more than double 
what they ought to de, and that was 
the case on all the farms. At Llanarmon 
the fatms would never again pay tithes 
voluntarily to the clergy, and they would obey 
the law in their own way. Since they had seen 
the clergy so grasping, they determined on 
disestablishment of the church, which ap- 
peared to be the only remedy. The feeling 
of the Welsh, Mr. Parry said, is strongly 
against paying tithes to the clergymen, be- 
cause it seems to them to be simply binding a 
dead church to aliving people.’’ 

When disestablishment came, and, in 
hie opinion, it would come speedily, 
one-fifth of the tithes should be given to farm 
scholarships for intermediate schools. At an 
influential meeting of tHe tithe payers, at the 
Ty-Newydd school-room, Lianarmon, on 
Wednesday, it was resolved to form a union of 
the agricultural parishes in North Wales and 
for that object to convene a great meeting at 
Ruthin next fair day. A further resolution 
was carried not to come to any agreement 
with the Vicar of Llanarmon without consent 
of the union.

The War Department, however, is very sen- 
sitive about the contents of the various 
dispatches received from Gen. Miles. An 
old army officer said to the Post- 
DISPATCH representative that he believed the 
press dispatches contained far more truth 
than the department was willing to give out. 
It is true, he continued, that the army in 
Arizona and the Mexicos have become the 
laughing stock of the country, and especially 
among armymen. Geronimo could have been 
captured and held long ago had any 
kind of judgment been exercised by 
Gens. Crook and Miles. It is the opinion 
with some of us army people that the body of 
Geronimo is not wanted nearly so badly as 
is represented.

It is 
said that a religious retreat at George- 
town College had much to do with his 
change of life. The college is under the 
charge of the Jesuits, and Sherman, who 
had been educated there, naturally had 
an affection for his teachers,though while 
under them there had been no mention of 
his entering the ministry. This retreat 
which he took part in with unexpected 
zeal, was followed by the announcement 
that he was about to join the Jesuit Order. 
It may be imagined that the announce- 
ment was a shock to his fond father. How 
eat the shock was only the Sherman 
amily circle knows, but certain it is that 
the old General was never quite the same 
afterward. He tried to dissuade his son 
from the step contemplated by every 
means he knew: of, but it was all in vain. 
Whether the father and son parted in 
anger or not isnotknown. At any rate 
they have had no communication with 
each other since, and Gen. Sherman, 
ft is said, will allow no one to 
mention his son’s name in his presence. 
Mrs. Sherman visits Thomas te often 
however. She was bitterly pointed 
that her son should give up his brilliant 
future, but she isa devout Catholic, and 
like ali Catholic mothers is proud of her 
son’s ecclesiastical character.

But the blow which has 
struck Charleston down is more cruel than 
the Chicago fire. In Chicago no lives were 
lost, no continuous danger was threat- 


the burned out victims at one endof a 
block could commence rebuilding while 
the fire was eating up the other end. 

The disaster at Charleston introduced a 
new form of terror, a sudden danger from 
which no human foresight can provide an 


escape, and it leaves behind it the 
affliction of uncertainty which is 
worse than the worst that cer- 


tainty could bring. The people have as 
much to fear from the future as they have 
had to suffer in the past. The shock of 
last night was areminder that, even if 
they should attempt to rebuild, their 
efforts might be frustrated, and only time 
can give them a partial assurance that 
they are reasonably safe from another 
shock. 

Under such circumstances they are en- 
titled to all sympathy and to every form 
of assistance. North and South alike 
should come to the resoue of the historic 
city of the South, and no objection will be 
raised to any extension of public aid which 
may be lawfully voted. A new form of 
disaster, the worst that the country has 
ever known from the dread powers of 
nature, creates a new situation and calls 
for new manifestations of that spirit of 
charity which: binds Americans more 
strongly together in every great calam- 
ity.

A MAJORITY OP ONE, 

There is a pointless discussion going on 
as to whatisa proper subject of organic 
law, and as to the right of the people by 
a majority of one” to amend their organic 
law. Theright of the majority to decide 
every question of change in our organic 
law is guaranteed by the organic 
law itself, whether the majority is 
a majority of one or a majority 
approximating unanimity. Of course 
there is no promise of power or stability 
in a majority of one, and a change of the 
Constitution so effected is to be deprecated 
for obvious reasons. An organic law 
should have a stronger and more perma- 
nent basis than a majority of one, and 
there would be little vigor in a con- 


stitutional provision against which 
so near half the people would 
be arrayed. But to deny the 


constitutional right of a majority of one 
in this country is to proclaim the doctrine 
of anarchy. We have no oligarchy of 
privileged classes or hereditary rulers, 
and as somebody must rule we have 
clothed the majority with that authority 
and must submit to even a majority of 
one or inaugurate rebellion and chaos as 
the only alternatives. A majority of many 
thousands may err just as the most 
gifted statesmen or the wisest conclaves of 
Church or State do, and the chief differ- 
ence is that a majority of the people will 
sooner feel and try to correct the conse- 
quences of their own errors. We are 
willing to trust the people with any ques- 
tion relating to the amendment of their 
State Constitution. If they should go 
wrong on such a question, they would 
soon find it out and get on the right side 
again. 


A CURIOUS ARGUMENT, 
Mr. BLAINE has recently enunciated 
various views on a variety of subjects, 
but he has neglected the great topic of 
corporate monopolies.

ARTISTIC HOMES. 

In our supplement to-day will be found 
the first of ua series of illustrated articles 
intended to show something of the prog- 
ress which St. Louis has made in in- 
troducing the beautiful and the 
picturesque into the architecture of 
daily life. St. Louis was well and 
solidly built, abounding in elegant 
and imposing mansions, before the re- 
naissance in architecture crossed the 
Mississippi, and there is, therefore, less 
of the new work visibie here than in 
younger cities, but enough has been done 
to prove that the new idea has taken, that 
it is firmly established, and hereafter the 
element of artistic beauty will enter 
universally into the composition of our 
houses. 

No doubt mistakes will be made and 
tome of the experiments will be failures, 
but the new idea will win. When beauty 
in architecture competes with ugliness, 
the triumph of beauty is the decree of 
destiny, and the doom of the flat brick 
and stone slab frontis written in every 
arch and gable and molding ofthe archi- 
tecture, which is based on beauty. 
Fashion prevails even when it is 
on the side of bad taste. When fashion 
lends its support to good taste it is irre- 
sistible. 

Thus far the new architecture is almost 
exclusively the possession of the rich. 
This could not be helped. The improve- 
ment in taste naturally begins with those 
who have the means to indulge their 
tastes. But may we not hope that the 
improvement will extend to all classes and 
that the beauty of home may some day 
be within the reach alike of the working- 
man and of the millionaire?

FOREIGN ECHOES, 


THE visit of Dr. Holmes to the mother coun- 
try has been one of the picasant events of the 
decade. Everything connected with it has 
been pleasant, not only to those immediately 
concerned but around a much wider 
area. Americans with their intensely 
patriotic feeling will not be likely to forget the 
warm and cordial reception given by our 
transatlantic cousins to one of our most fa- 
vored children, They notonly will not forget, 
but the remembrance of the honor shown to 
an individual is reflected upon the whole 
American nation, and thus willthere be a warin 
spot iu every American heart for the English 
nation, who has treated our representative so 
royally. Any event tending to cement or per- 
petuate the triendship which ought to exist 
between the mother country and her most 
illustrious offspring isan event worthy of a 
very decided welcome. 


Dr. OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES, therefore 
in recognizing this great truth, is prepared to 
live as a standing witnesstothe kindness and 
hospitality afforded to illustrious Americans 
visiting the British shores. In his farewell 
speech on August 20, he remarked that a few 
phrases were a most inadequate return for 
the months of loving and assiduous 
attentions through which he had deen 
living. They need not ask him, therefore, 
how he liked England and Scotland. He could 
not help loving both, and he only regretted 
that he could notaccept a welcome awaiting 
him from his friends in warm-hearted Ireland. 
But there was something more than personal 
sentiment in his feelings at that mo- 
ment. He knew that his countrymen were 
gratified when the humblest of their fellow- 
citizens were cordially welcomed and honor- 
ably treated in their mother country. There 
were hundreds, yes, thousands at home in 
America, who had said as they read in the 
newspapers the record of all that had been 
done for him, inasmuch as ye have done 
this for one of the least of our brethern, ye 
have done it unto us. 

WirHh a desire which is at least praise- 
worthy, to rescue the great philosopher from 
the discredit into which his own 
diary has placed him, Mr. Jas. Lyming- 
ton has issued some Personal Remi- 
niscences’’ of Carlyle which appear 
anxious to rehabilitate the philosopher 
at the expense of his wife. It is difficult to 
conceive, however, that the harsh and con- 
temptuous judgments which more than any- 
thing else in the diaries have damaged our re- 
spect for Carlyle can be attributed, as Mr. 
Lymington suggests, entirely to his too cred- 
ulous acceptance of his wife’s opinions. 
Moreover, the effort comes too late. When a 
nation’s opinion of a man is formed, the 
power of all the gods cannot change it, and 
English-speaking men have formed their 
opinion of Mr. Carlyle, not only from his 
diary, but from his life and his books. Asa 
philosopher, as a writer, we honor him; as a 
man, we cannot but wish that his life had been 
happier and his hopes brighter. 


Tun revelation of the sacrifices which the 
pacification of Burmah is imposing upon the 
English will come upon the public of that 
nation with something ofa shock. It was ex- 
pected at the beginning of 1886 that by this 
time Upper Burmah would be controlled with 
a force of 6,000 men. Instead of this the force 
actually in the country at this time amounts 
to 30,000 troops and military police, and they 
are so insufficient to maintain order that two 
battalions of British infantry, five native 
infantry, four native cavalry regiments and 
two mountian batteries are now under orders 
to reinforce the army in Burmha commanded 
by Sir Herbert Macpherson. The difficulties 
in that country have grown up so gradually 
thatitisonty in quite recent days that the 
British public have begun to reeognize the 
magnitude of the task which confronts them 
in their new possession. The present condi- 
tion of affairs can perhaps, hardly de 
described as war, but it bids fair to tax British 
resources to the full as severely as any one of 
the wars in which Eagland has been engaged 
since the mutiny. | 

AFRICA has Once more been traversed from

MRS. MOROSINI-SCHILLING’S MYSTERIOUS 
DISAPPEARANCE STILL UNEXPLAINED. 


Numerous Theories Advanced as to Her Mo- 
tives in Deserting Schilling — Futile At- 
tempts to Secure Information from the 
Morosini Family—Schilling Worried but 
Resigned. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEw YorK, September 4.—Victoria Morosini- 
Schilling’s sudden disappearance continues to 
excite public interest. Why she so suddenly 
divorced herself from her father’s coachman, 
whom she eloped with and married over two 
years ago, remains a mystery. Giovanni P. 
Morsini, the former partner of Jay Gould, de- 
clares that he does not know his daugbter’s 
whereabouts. Schilling says he has heard 
nothing of her movements since Wednesday. 
He still entertains the belief that she has 
proven unfaithful and given her love to 
another. There are numerous theories ad- 
vanced as to the motives that actuated Moro- 
sini’s daughter to add another sensational 
chapter to her previous escapade. Undoubt- 
edly she repented of leaving her beautiful 
home at Riverdale. It is thought she was 
either influenced by her family or driven to 
desperation by ill-health to cut loose from her 
husband. In support of the latter theory an 
intimate friend of Morosini yesterday made 
this statement; 

„About six weeks ago Max Freeman, Ed 
Aronson and other people connected with the 
Casino called and asked me to use my in- 
fluence with Mr. Morostul and effect a recon- 
ciliation. They represented that the lady was 
suffering from consumption and that she was

soME BEAUTIFUL RESIDENCES WHICH 
ADORN THE STREETS OF THE CITY. 


Improvements in Architecture Introduced 
During Recent Years—The Picturesque 
Style as Compared with Square, Harsh 
Walls—The New and the Ola—lIllustrations 
of Taste and Art in Dwellings.

The eminently practi- 
cal reader will say to bimeelf with a co u- 
latory laugh: ‘‘Givéme the stone-fron resi- 
dence and you can keep the barn, and so say 
lif we speak of their value alone. But if the 
same reader were selecting a picture for his 
library, and bad his choice of two landscapes 
in which the back yards were identical, and 
between which the only difference was that on 
one canvas the wide, low-topped barn with its 
sloping roof lay in the shadow of the foliage, 
and cast its reflection in the bit of water, 
while on the other the cold and unsympathetic 
front of the three-story residence towered in 
unvielding lines through the branches, he 
would unhesitatingly choose the pictured 
barn. Why? Because the barn is the more 
picturesque. True; But what makes the barn 
an agreeable sight while the house is not? 
That is the question. And if there is any rule 
or law for it, is it not possible of application 
to the building of our homes? 

The first law of nature that we learn to res- 
pect is that of gravitation. It is the law that 
nature herself is ever careful to confirm to. 
She builds in pyramids. The tree, the bush, 
ihe mountain grows to an apex. Fancy 
one of the colossal and impressive pyramids 
of Egypt inverted. Could there be ony 
greater Ulustration ofa lack of repose? Cal 
to mind any successful piece of statu and 
fancy it covered with a cloth and you will find 
the veil would slope down and out like the 
lines of a pyramid. Laacoon, the Dying Giadi- 
stor, Angelo’s Moses; it is true of all of them. 
It is a principle that every artist knows and ap- 
plies. Ina structure tnat conforms to this law 
the spectator feels a confidence and repose.

COLLINS’ RESEARCHES INTO THE LIFE OF 
VOLTAIRE IN ENGLAND.

The Great Infidel in Exile—His Struggles with 
the English Langusge— His Meanness—His 
Intellectual Growth—Notes of the Maga- 
zines—McPherson’s Political Handbook.

To the Quarterly Review, the Cornhill Mag- 
azine and the patient, careful researches of 
the author of these sketches we are indebted 
for a vast amount of light thrown upon a very 
dark portion of Voltaire’s history. Dark, not 
only on account of the troubles the great phi- 
losopher was forced to bear, but also because 
the period and its events are 80 little known 
that the closest research has only unearthed a 
portion of the story. And yet it wasatime 
of considerable importance to Voltaire. His 
brief sojourn in England was, in his own 
opinion, the turning point in his career. In 
the opinion of Condorcet it was fraught with 
consequences of momentous importance to 
Europe and to humanity. It left its traces on 
all the philosopher’s contemporaneous and 
future writing; its influence extended to his 
poetry and to his criticism, to his work as an 
historian and to his work as an essayist. In 
the opening paragraph of his sketch our 
author thus emphasizes the importance of the 
subject: 

The circumstances under which he sought 
our protection; his strange experiences among 
us; his relations with Pope, Swift and Boling- 
broke, with the Court, with our aristocracy, 
with the people; the zeal and energy with 
which he studied our manner,our Government, 
our science, our history, our literature; his 
courageous attempts to distinguish himself as 
a writer in English—ail combine to form one 


of the most interesting passages in his singu- 
larly interesting career. 

But unfortunately this important era is en- 
wrapped in much obscurity. Several writers 
have attempted to throw some light upon 
the subject, but with very partial success. 
Even Carlyle, after a strong effort to gain con- 
nected information, threw up the task in im- 
patient despair. He has attempted, in his 
third volume of his ‘‘Frederick, the Great,’’ 
to give a connected account of his biograph- 
ical titbit, but his own words indicate his fail- 
ure: : 

‘*Mere inanity and darkness visible’’—such 
are his expressions—‘‘reign in all Voltaire’s 
biographies over this period of his life. Seek 
not to know it; no man has inquired into it; 
probably no competent man ever will. 

It happened, however, that at the very time 
Carlyle was thus expressing himseif avery 

man was engaged on the 
researches of Desnotres- 
in disversing a or- 
tion at least of the obscurity which 
hung over Voiltaire’s movements during these 
mysterious years. He took immense pains to 
supply the deficiencies of preceding biogra- 
phers. Judging rightly, that all that could 
now be recovered could be recovered only in 
scattered fragments, he diligently collected 
such information as lay dispersed in Vol- 
taire’s own correspondence and writings and 
in the correspondence and writings of those 
with whom his illustrious countryman had 
when in England been brought into contact. 

Such as the information was, the present 
author, Mr. John Churton Collins, has gath- 
ered together in the little work before us, 
which he has bound up with another series of 
articles of bis entitled Bolingbroke: A His- 
torical Study.’’ Bolingbroke aad Voltaire 
were staunch friends and political and literary 
allies, and their history during this portion of 
their lives is indissolubly bound together in 
history as well as between the covers of the 
work before us. Mr. Parton in his Life of 
Voltaire’’ has also made a brave effort to 
pierce the gloom ¢ „ and our present 
author has not only consolidated the Informa- 
tion found in these previous works, but has 
supplemented their imperfections with his 
pwn discoveries. 

The first point to be settled is the exact date 
of his arrival in Engiand, and that date can, 
we think, be determined with some certainty. 
On May 2, 1726, an order arrived for bis release 
from the Bastile, on the understanding that 
he would quit France and betake himself, as 
he had offered to do, to England. On May 6 
he was, as bis letter to Mme. de Ferriole 

roves, at Calais, and at Calais he remained 
or some days the guest of his friend Duno- 

uet, the treasurer ofthe troops. * * * * 

fe believe then, that Voltaire first set foot in 
England on Whit Monday, May 30, 1726. 

Not unnaturally, when we consider how 
poetic and highly strung was his nature, he 
suffered terribly in this exile from his native 
land. On the voyage he had been the prey of 
melancholy thoughts. His feelings found ex- 
»yression in verse!

taire. Everything combined to fill the . 
exile with delight and admiration. Though 
his health was delicate, he was in exuberant 
spirits. It was a cloudless day in the loveliest 
month of the English year. A soft wind from 
the West—we are borrowing his own glowing 
description—tempered the rays of the hot 
spring sun and disposed the heart to joy. 


Itis believed that while in London young 
Voltaire was the guest of Bolingbroke. The 
acquaintance of these two eminent men had 
commenced at La Source in the winter of 1721. 
The casual acquaintance developed into in- 
timacy, kept up by correspondence during 
separation. Introduced into English literary 
society as the friend of Bolingbroke, Voltaire 
was also fortunate enough to secure an intro- 
duction through the English Ambassador at 
Paris (Horace Walpole, the elder,) to Bubb 
Doddington—now a synonym for all that is 
vilest and most contemptibie in the trade of 
politics, but then in the height of his popular- 
ity. By the aid of these two influential friends 
Voltaire very soon numbered among his 
friends every single person distinguished in 
letters and politics. 

His greatest drawback to success in English 
literature was his ignorance of the language, 
but Voltaire was not man to allow so simple 
a difficulty to obscure his path for any length 
of time. With regard to his proficiency our 
author remarks:

assiduity in studying the intricacies of the 
language of his adopted country, He pro- 
vided himself with a regular teacher, who 
probably assisted him, notonly in the com- 
position of his letters, which he now regularly 
wrote in English, but in the composition of 
his two famous essays, to which we shall re- 
fer later. 

Not very long afterward we find him in the 
act of attempting the intricacies of English 
verse, in a little poem to Molly Lepel, then 
wife of Lord Hervey. Like most of his coun- 
trymen Voltaire appears to hd@ve been greatly 
struck with the beauty of English women. 
The verses, though not ofa high order of in- 
trinsic merit, are interesting as being the only 
verses now extant composed by him in En- 
glish: 


‘*Hervey, would — know the passion 
You have kindled in my breast, 
Trifiing is the inclination 
That by words can be expressed. 


In my silence, in the lover, 
True love is best by silence known, 
In my eyes vou’ ll best discover 
Ali the power of your own.’’ 


But the beautiful wife of Lord Hervey was 
not the only lady distinguished by the admira- 
tion of Voitaire. He has spoken in rapturous 
terms of the graces and accowplishments of 
Lady Bolingbroke, for whom be finds a place 
in hies ‘‘Siecle de Louis MIV. and an unpub- 
lished letter in the British Museum shows that 
he had paid assiduous court to Lady Lundon, 
who bad evidently not been insensibie to his 
flattery. 

From what can be gathered respecting his 
general conduct while in England, especially 
that connected with political matters, it 
seems quite evident that the unsavory feputa- 
tion he acquired was not by any means alto- 
gether undeserved. The general tenor of 
Voltaire’s behavior in England was conducted 
in a spirit which could not but secure him the 
reprobation of all right-minded persons. 
Throughout his aims were purely selfish, and 
to attain his ends he resorted to means 
which no man of an honest and independent 
spirit would have stooped to use. It is cer- 
tain that he twice received money from the 
Court; it is certain that he visited Walpole 
and sought every opportunity to ingratiate 
himself with the King and with the King’s 
friends. It would perhaps be unduly barsh to 
describe him asa parasite and a sycophant, 
but it is nevertheless true that he often 
figures in a character closely bordering on 


both. 

His correspondence—and his conversation 
no doubt resembied his correspondence—is 
almost sickening. His complimeats are so 
fulsome, his flattery so exaggerated that they 
might excusably be mistaken for elaborate 
irony. He seems to be always on his knees. 
There was scarcely a distinguished man then 
living in England who had not been the ob- 
ject of this nauseous homage. He pours it in- 
discriminately on Pope, Swift, Gay, Clark, on 
halt the Cabinet and on half the rage. Ina 
man of this character, false hood and hypocrisy 
are of the very essence of bis composition. 
There is nothing, however base, to which he 
will not sto p; there is no law in the code of 
social honor which he is not capable of vio- 

The fact that he continued 

on friendly 

Pope Bolingbroke can 
be alleged as a proof of his innocence, for 
neither Pope nor Solingbroke would, for 
stich an offence, be likely to quarrel with a 
man in a position so peculiar as that of Vol- 
taire. His flattery wae pleasant and his flat- 
tery they well knew might some day be well 
worth having. No injuries are so readily 
overlooked as those which affect neither man’s 
person nor man’s vanity. Another - 
able trait in Voltaire’s social character 
the ~~ impropriety of his con 
even in the presence of those whose 
sex should have been suffleient 
from such annoyance. In one of his visite to 
Pope, his talk was so Offensive that it abso- 
lately drove Mrs. Pope out of the room. 

All this time, however, Voltaire was by no 


means neglectful of his literary talents. 
Throughout the earlier months of his English 
sojourn he was diligently collecting materials 
which were afterwards embodied in his ‘‘Let- 
tres Philosophiques,’’ his ‘‘Dictionaire Phil- 
osophique,’’ bis ‘*Siecle de Louis XIV.’’ and 
his ‘‘Histoire de Charies II. In the winter 
ot i727 he published a little volume, which is 
not only among the curiosities, but among 
the marvels of literature. It contained two 
essays. The first was entitled ‘‘An Essay 
Upon the Civil Wars in France, the other 
„An Essay Upon Epic Poetry. 
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of his actions which drove him from England 
under a cloud, and gave him both as politician 
and private gentleman an unenviable noto- 
riety, we must refer our readers to the little 
work itself. It contains many interesting 
details which we have neither time nor space 
to notice, and is altogether well worth read- 
ing by those who take an interest in the pri- 
vate lives of men of note. The work also con- 
tains a most interesting account of Lord 
Bolingbroke, both as a politician and asa 
private gentleman, and the whole is inter- 
spersed with spicy criticisms and anecdotes of 
the notabilities of the day. We commend it 
cordially to the attention of our readers.

The Atlantic Monthly for September contains 
amongst a good deal of more solid matter an 
interesting little sketch by Bradford Tory en- 
titled ‘‘Confessions of a Bird’s Nest Hunter.’’

Both articles are in 
narrative form,the former giving a series of 
experiences all more or less disastrous. The 
latter relates a single ascension and is very 
beautifully illustrated from photographs taken 
on the trip. Another gorgeous pictorial

ersia.’’ Summer with Liszt in 
Weimar,’’ containing two lifelike 
rtraits of the great musician, forms the 
initial paper of the number, while beside the 
usual serials there is the second portion ofa 
short tale by Frank R. Stockton to be con- 
cluded, and an amusing tale by Miss Kate 
Foote entitled A Pistol Shot. Bric-a-Brac 
contains only three pieces—two poems and a 
story. The latter entitled In a Bu btail Car“ 
is very funny and ‘‘Her Choice’’ by Minna 
Irving is pathetic, sweet, and shows no little 
poetic talent. 

Outing contains, amongst other interest- 
ing matter, an article which though undoubt- 
edly serious is rather provocative of mirth at 
first sight.

An ordinarily good miacroscope, thit-is one 
which wil answer the purpose of a iruggist, 
ean be bought for about $25. Several days 
ago I received from England a microscope 
Which is the finest in St. Louis at present. It 
was made by Beck of Lon don and cost $1,400. 
It is perfect in every particular and its magni- 
fying power is 1,200 diameters.’’ 

It ia strange, continued the Professor, 
**how littie interest is manifested in science 
nowadays by any except scientists. Why, 
the great majority of people have no scientific 
knowledge whatever. Several days ago I wit- 
nesseda sight on Fourth street whicr was 
enough to convince anvone of this fact. A 
vender in small microscopes was surrounded 
by a crowd of peuple whem he was inviting to 
look through one of his ustruments and view 
what could be seen in a glass of water. Num-

Each one who had 
made an observation would tetl others in the 
crowd what awful little animals he saw in the 
water, and I am sure that those who looked 
through the vender’s microscope could not 
take a glass of water for a week afterwards 
without making a wry face over it.

The Forestry Congress, 


From the New York Tribune. 
The avowed purpose of the American 
Forestry Congress, which begins its sixth 
annual session at Denver in a few days, 
commands the sympathy of every thought- 
ful man. And yet the fact that there is 
still need of sounding an alarm against 
the reckless devastation of our woodlands, 
and of reiterating the worn arguments 
for conserving our forest wealth, is 
of itself discouraging. It should be re- 
membered, however, that during the last 
decade some r has been made. 
The dissemination of what is recognized 
as scientific truth concerning the influence 
of forests upon climate, the retention of 
moisture aud the maintenance of equably 
flowing streams has been general, The 
census reports have drawn attention to 
the vanishing supply of our most useful 
woods, and given added value to timber 
lands and a stronger motive to main- 
tain them in a productive condition. Ex- 
amples of profitable sylviculture in New 
England and the West have been brought 
to notice as object lessons for encourage- 
ment and instruction. Some of our State 
colleges and experiment stations, notably 
those of Illinois, Iowa and Ohio, 
are making a systematic study of eco- 
nomic tree-planting. A method of plant- 
ing large tracts by contract has been de- 
veloped. which insures to land-owners a 
thrifty stand of established trees at the 
smallest possible risk and expense. 
On the other hand it must be admitted 
that little has been accomplished in the 
way of rescuing from spoliation the for- 
ests that belong to the Nation orto the in- 
dividual States. In New York the power 
of organized effort was demonstrated 
when a voluntary association of public- 
spirited citizens made their influence felt 
in every newspaper office and upon 
every legislator at Albany until a 
capable commission was appointed 
to stud the Adirondack prob- 
lem. But their instructive report was 
practically suppressed when its publica- 
tion was most needed. The laws they 
recommended were passed in a mutilatec 
form, and Gov. Hill handed over the res- 
ervation to men whose administration 
thus far has given little occasion for satis- 
faction or hope. Congress has done noth- 
ing for the National forests, although 
President Arthur considered them 
worthy of mention in his first 
message. In another mes- 
sage he made the specific recommenda - 
tion to establish a forest reserve in Mon- 
tana. The measure failed, and has been 
neglected a second time by the House in 
its last session, although passed a second 
time by the Senate. No step has been 
taken to protect the sources of our great 
rivers. No honest effort has been 
made to save the forests from the 
ravages of  timber-thieves, consum- 
ing fires or destructive flocks and 
herds. In what estimation this great in- 
terest is held by our lawmakers can be 
learned by a look at the appropriations 
just voted to the Department of Agri- 
culture. The Division of Forestry re- 
ceives $10,000, exactly the amount given 
to “economic ornithology and mammal- 
ogy ;’’ $13,000 goes to — My) pomol- 
ogy. 815,000 to silk worms, $22,000 to other 
insects, $25,000 to experimental gardens, 
$30,000 to the Cattle Quarantine, while 
statistics, pleuro-pneumonis, sorghum 
and the seed swindle receive more than 
$100,000 apiece. 
If the orators at Denver can arouse Con- 
gress to a sense of its obligations in this 
direction they will command a Nation’s 
titude.

One hotel has been discharging bar- 
tenders for not coming up to the 72 1 
average, and the man who gets out in the 
cold on that account has little chance of 
getting a placein any other hotel, as the 
hotel proprietors have an association and 
compure notes on these and other points 
of mutual interest to them. And yetit 
may not be the bartender’s fault. There 
may be a run of big drinks, or a customer 
may accidentlaly upset a bottle of brandy, 
and seeing that it was an accident, the bar- 
tender does not feel like making him pay 
for it. He must be civil to the customer. 
There may be glory and fame in working 
in a high-ton hotel, but the man who 
works in a good corner saloon on one of 
the avenues is much better off. He is not 
tied down to the percentage. He can freat 
his friends when he pleases and take «nip 
himself, and in a year or so he can bare a 
saloon of his owu and take away his em- 
ployer’s patrons. But light as the hotels 
are in their profits, the fancy places run 
away like the mercury on a hot day. 
A barman who works in Tom Gould’s has 
to produce $13 for every bottle of brandy 
and $23 for every haltf-barrel of beer. How 
is that for profit? and is it any wonder 
that keepers of places like Tom Gould’s 
would make a tough fight to obtain 
licenses? In mostof the summer places 
they have a different system. There the 
bartenders work on a percentage. The 
are served with so much liquor of all 
kinds and are expected to make so much 
out of it, of which they receive a 
certain percentage. These barkeepers 
have devised a little scheme by 
which they can do a considerable 
business of their own. For instance, they 
quietly buy stuff of their own and smug- 
le it into the bar and sell that instead of 
be stuff measured out to them by the 
— ee ge of the hotel. By doing this 
hey have the whole 300 or 400 per cent 
profit themselves. But they must be care- 
fulin this business, and do it only toa 
certain extent, so that they will not be 
suspected. But if they only sold a couple 
of bottles of brandy in the day it would 
ve them $12 or $15, which is not bad in 
times. If aman finds himself tied 
up, hemmed in or curtailed in his rights 
he will find some way of loosening the 
chains and evading the iron rulers. 
But now, talking on general principles. 
A man will really get a better drink of 
plain whisky or brandy in a respectable 
avenue saloon than he will getin ab 
hote!.

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THE CURVED BALL. 


Another Hypothesis Which May Partly Ac- 
count for the Phenomenon. 


Much has been written on the physical prin- 
ciple of the curved ball, and various are the 
theories adduced to account for the phenom- 
enon. Mr. Henry Chadwick of New York has 
contributed largely to the literature on the 
subject and has taken much pains to collate 
opinions from what he considered competent 
authority on the subject. The explanation of 


course was to be sought for in the effect of the 
position in which the ball is held in the hand 
the motion with which it is propelled, as woll 
as the effect on the general result of the resist - 
ance of the air, although the latter was con- 
sidered to have but a slight bearing on the 
matter in hand. 
Awell known pitcher has added another 
chapter tothe book of testimony which may 
or may not be new. By him itis claimed that 
the secret of curve pitching can be explained 
by a few handy experiments with billiard 
balls. When held with three fingers placed 
80 as to cover half the sphere it was found 
that when released with sufficiently active im- 
Pulse the ivory sphere would curve in given 
directions as it rolled along the green. 
cloth. Any billiardist will tell you that finwer 
billiards and cue billiards are 
identicalin principle, only that the latter is 
capabie of a larger variety of complicated 
shots than the former. The pitcher in question 
is somewhat of a billiardist himself, and his 
illustrations of ideas he enunciated were sin- 
ularly interésting. It was found that when 
tleft the fingers the ball acted in the very 
same manner as when it left the cue with the 
exception that its motion was more positive 
and sure. 
When applied to ball pitching, however,the 
theory has one or two flaws, particularly in 
the fact that the media in which the 
ball travels are different in pitching 
and billiards. In the one there is only 
the thin air and in the other there is 
the solid ground. In this much, however, the 
rinciple of physics is the same in both: that 
t is upon the motion of the ballgonits axis 
that the curve, no matter in, out, up or down 
(the latter in ball being analogous to the masse 
of billiards) depends. No better proof of this 
can be adduced than the action of a ball 
pitched for curves on striking the ground ere 
the effective twirl has spent itself. The ques- 
tion as to the effect of these various axial 
movements when the ball strikes the pat is a

Thus was the term ‘‘knock out’’ thrust up- 
on an unsuspecting public, in company 
with the man who was to give it stability. 
Madden’s dictum settled the business. 

The challenge was issued by Madden. It 
was at once accepted by Steve Taylor, who 
felt so sure of the result that he wanted to see 
the money before he went on the stage. Mad- 
den placed the amount in Harry Hill's hands. 
Taylor stood up before Mr. Sullivan and was 
promptly ‘‘knocked out, much to his aston- 
ishment and disgust, and to the surprise 
and delight of the crowd that witnessed the 
affair, for Taylor was accounted a good man, 
ergo Sullivan must be awonder. The affair, 
though eminently successful from a pugilistic 
standpoint, was something of a financial fail 
ure, and when Madden counted his receipts 
ay to his departure for Boston with Sullivan, 
1¢ found them of a smaller amount than they 
had been a week earlier inthe year. He saw 
that $50 knock-outs did not pay, except as 
futures. 

As stated, he did not make much out ofthe 
Sullivan-Ryan fight, but on his return from it 
he picked up a valuable tipin Philadelphia. 
Madden and Sullivan were in Arthur Cham- 
bers’ resort, when Chambers said he hada 
good man in waiting for George Kooke. Mad- 
den asked who be was. 

‘* *fTug’ Wilson, champion of England,“ re- 
plied Chambers. 

**Why not stand him up against Sullivan,“ 
Suggested Madden. 

Chambers had not thought of it, as he did 
not consider, Wilson up toSullivan’s standard. 
That was of no particular consequence, Mad- 
den said, and he quickly outlined a plan that 
captured Chambers. It was to match the two 
men on their merits for four rounds, the fight 
to come off at Madison Square Garden, New 
York. In the published announcements thé 
winner was to take the receipts, but ‘‘on the 
quiet’’ the receipts were to be evenly divided 
into four parts. These to be appropriated by 
Sullivan, Madden, Chambers and Wilson. 

The fight came off as advertised. Both men 
did their utmost to win. Wilson, by his pe- 
culiar tactics, was able to come to the scratch 
forthe fifth round, and to him was awarded 
the fight. He had wisely forborne to give the 
champion a chance to knock him out, and he 
pocketed for his enemy’s amusement over 
$3,000. The receipts on this occasion have been 
always Over-estimated. Each member of the 
quartette received over $3,000, and the net re- 
ceipts were $14,000. 
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FAST MILE RUNNERS. 


Some of Lang’s and Westhall's Perform 
ances—Oldtime Pedestrianism. 


Walter G. George’s wonderful mile run in 
4m. 12%s. in London, England, brings to 
mind another marvelous performance over 
the same distance of ground, but which does 
not form a technical record. I refer to Will- 
iam Lang’s (Crowoatcher) feat at Newmarket, 
England, on October 30, 1863. 


This famous pedestrian, whose name was 
made a household word in Great Britain 
through his races with the celebrated Deer- 
foot, thought he could crowd four miuutes for 
the full mile, and several times asserted his 
willingness to try the feat provided he was at- 
lowed to select his own road. In making this 
stipulation Lang had in his mind’s eye a nice 
declivity which was calculated to help a tired 
edestrian very much at the end of a mile 
Journey. The backers of time did not think it 
was — for a foot racer to travel over 
any kind of ground at this rate of speed. 
Lang was undoubtedly a very fast man,even 
in those days of pedestrian giants, and bis 
dead heat with Bill Richards in a mile race in 
4:174% shows how speedy he was. Had he 
flourished in this era, when the tracks areas 
perfect as itis possible for the ingenuity of 
man to make them, it is just within the bounds 
of possibility that he might have placed 4 
minutes 161-5 seconds on the record 
books before William Cummings did, but 
whether he could compete with the flying 
Scotchman or his ‘‘ex-amateur antagonist’’ is 
an open question. There was one thing 
greatly in his favor, he was a better sprinter 
than either of the modern champions, and he 
would last just as well over a distance as either 
of them. How he would fare with them in 
the middle distances is a mere matter of con- 
jecture. . 
Another of the old-timers, whose doings are 
worthy of comparison with the records of 
George and Cummings, is Charley Westhail, 
now almost unknown excepting to those who 
keep posted on athletic matters. This pedes- 
trian, who might have been champion on the 
water and in tne ring under other circum- 
stances, was possessed of phenomenal speed 
and heid the record fora quarter of a mile for 
years. Someof his races over a mile were 
wonderfully fast, and there is a legend that 
Westhail once offered to bet that he could run 
a mile in four minutes if allowed four trials. 
This wager was of the catch order, as was 
Lang’s down-hill trial. Westhall wanted to 
have four starts, and then lump the time to- 
gether, or, in other words, he would split the 
journey into four quarters, allowing a few 
seconds for turning. The offer was never ac- 
cepted, and consequently the world lost an 
opportunity to see how fast a runner would 
travel four quarters of a mile, or a mile broken 
up into such fragments as were best calculated 
to show a champion runner’s best speed. 
These two offers show that Westhall and 
Lang have 1 idea that the mile should 
be run close four minutes, but Walter 
George is the first runner that has kept at the 
game until it seems possible that he may 
eventually fet within striding distance of four 
minutes. These figures nave invariably been 
put as the limit ot human speed and endur- 
ance; but who can tell where the runners of a 
century hence may take the figures? It is 
very certain, however, thatevery second or 
fraction of a second that is now taken off the 
records becomes harder than eyer.

When off the big hotel 
dock he hid increased his lead so that there 
wasaiullength of clear water between the 
boats. H+ seemed to slack up a little here, but 
Co urtneyseemed to lack his usual vigor and 
barely kept his position. Hanlan was rowing 
a long, ey stroke of thirty-two to the min- 
ute, and Courtney was making one stroke 
more. A> the stake boat Hanlan seemed to be 
puzzled and made a rather clumsy turn. 
Courtneycame on three seconds later and 
made a slort, quick turn. On the homeward 
trip Hankn let himself out and walked away 
from nis opponent, leading him full three 
lengths atthe big hotel dock. Courtney was 
evidently Jaboring and could put little force 
into his ‘strokes. About a quarter of a mile 
from the fish Hanlan stopped rowing for a 
moment and took off his, hat in answer to the 
cheers that greeted him. He repeated the ac- 
knowledgment about fifty yards further on. 
Then he spurted on to the finish at thirty-six 
strokes to the minute and regained the space 
lost. He crossed the line at least eight 
lengths ahead. Courtney did not make a 
single spurt * the race.
